In tJae autumn of 1014 when the Ger- 


man cruisers were destroying British 
commerce on Hie high sens .Tack Mars- 
ton, an American boy. was an or- 
dinary seaman aboard the English ship 
Sea Gull. That wasn't the real name 
of the vessel, but there are reasons 
why it should be fictitious. Jack had 
been brought up on the Maine coast 
and was as much at home in the water 
as 'on shore aud nearly as much at 
home In it as out of it. At any rate, 
he preferred to be in it- 


Just why he shipped aboard a Brit- 


ish vessel instead of an American does 
not appear, though American ships be- 
ing few and far between It is prob- 
able that he would have been obliged 
to look for some time in order to get 
a berth on one. 'He was in Portland 
one day and. finding the Sea Gull there 
and about to make a trip to Valparaiso 
and return, concluded to sign for the 
voyage. 


One morning when the Sea Gull was 


not a hundred miles from the port of 
her destination her captain espied on 
her port quarter a war vessel too far 
distant to make out to what nation 
she belonged. He was not long In 
doubt for the ship headed for the Sea 
Gull, and when she came near enough 
the German flag was seen flying from 
her stern. She proved to be the Em- 
den, 
one of the most remarkable of 


the commerce destroying cruisers of 
that period. 


The Sea Gull being defenseless, her 


captain and crew realized that her 
sailing days were ended. They were 
taken aboard the Emden, and their 
ship was scuttled and sunk. 
That 


Jack Marston was a United States 
citizen was no especial advantage to 
him, for, being a member of the crew 
of a British ship, he was subject to the 
same terms as the others. 
However, 


there was nothing to be done with, the 
captives until the Emden's commander 
could find some way of getting rid of 
them, and they were all kept aboard 
the Emden. 
They were considered 


prisoners of war, but not placed In con- 
finement 
Indeed, there were crews 


of two other captured ships aboard, 
besides a number of passengers. 


Jack had noc shipped to be kept 


aboard a German cruiser, darting hith- 
er and thither hunting for the mer- 
chant marine of Germany's enemies. 
and was much diseruntled. He told 
the captain of the Emden that he was 
an American citizen and asked to be 
furnished the means of getting asiore- 
But he had no proofs of his citizenship 
ana even if he had would probably not 
have been entitled to different treat- 
ment from the other captives. 


Jack having nothing to do. his mind 


turned on the problem of regaining his 
liberty. He- did a great deal of think- 
ing. with no practical result. There 
may be regularly pianned escapes, but 
Jack, being out on the ocean, usually 
hundreds of miles from shore, might 
plan till the crack of doom without 
nitting upon any way of getting ashore 
even if he could elude the officers and 
crew of the Emden. If the cruiser had 
put into port the matter might have 
been feasible. But this she dared not 
do, for British warships were watch- 
ing the harbors. 
Indeed, the safest 


place for the Erndea was far out at 
sea, where the area was so large that 
she was not likely to be found, and if 
sighted by an enemy too strong for 
her she would have plenty of room for 
flight. 


Such being the case. Jack soon made 


up his mind that he must wait for an 
opportunity, and an opportunity would 
not likely arise unless the Emden 
found it essential to npprc»ch the 
coast, cither for supplies or to get rid 
of her prisoners, who were making 
great inroads into her stock of provi- 
sions.

Tnat section one of article eight, which 


reads as folio \vs: 


"Scctioa J. Every male citizen twenty- 


one year's of r;g;e. possessing the follow- 
ing' qualiHcations. shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws rcquir.np and rc'EUlatin^ the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly rnuy enact: 
"First. He shall have been a citizen of 


the UnitcJ States at least one month. 


"Second. He shall have resided ia the 


State one year (or, having- previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding the election. 


"Third, lie shall have resided in the

"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis- 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
neTcr exceed seven per centum upon the 
araessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or In- 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding- two per centum upon such as-

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senati 


and House of Representatives of thi 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same Is hereby, proposed, in accord 
once with the eighteenth article thereof :- 


Amend eection twenty-one, article thre. 


of the Constitution of the Cornmonwealt) 
of Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"No act of the General Assembly sha! 


limit the amount to be recovered for in 
Juries resulting in death, or for injurle; 
to persons or property, and in case o- 
death from such Injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As 
Bembly shall prescribe for whose benefi- 
such actions shall be prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of tim< 
within which suits may 
be brought 


against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif 
ferent from those fixed by general law; 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing art 
avoided," so that It shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, 01 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for Injuries to em- 
ployes arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational disease: 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
juries or diseases result In death, and re- 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment o; 
such compensation and the maximum anc 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but In no other cases shal 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for Injuries resulting ir 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop 
erty, and in ease of death from such In- 
juries, the right of action shall survive 
and tiie General Assembly shall prescribt 
for whose benefit such actions shall b« 
prosecuted. No act shall prescribe any 
limitations of time -within which suiti 
may be brought against corporations for 
Injuries to persons or property, or foi 
other causes, different from those fixed bj 
general laws regulating actions agains 
natural persons, and such acts now ei 
l«ting are avoided.
